• Let us examine the situation g moment. The joint convention of miners and operators adjourned 
sine die March 5. Xo agreement had been reached, .ill negotiations were ended. A strike, so the papers 
declared, was inevitable. Only a miracle could prevent it. 

The miners and operators returned to itieir homes. Preparations began for var. ft was at this 
juncture that the above dispatch taent out from Pittsburg. It was doubtless intended as a "tip” to the 
capitalists and stock gamblers of the country, and was issued immediately upon the return of the Penn¬ 
sylvania operators from the Indianapolis eonvention. 

Pittsburg, be it remembered. is the home of President Robbins of the Pittsburg Coal Co. and floor 
leader and spokesman of the operators in all joint conventions with the. miners. It is quite emdeni. there¬ 
fore, that "THE BEST OF AUTHORITY" quoted in the above dispatch teas none other than Robbins 
and it is equally evident that he i-neir what he was talking about for his prediction of surrender, ihade in 
face of the fact that the nationnl convention had virtually declared for war, was fulfilled to \he letter. 

The question is, did Robbins, chief of the operators, have an understanding with Mitchell, president of 
the minersf It must be qdmiited that it looks that way. Proof may be lacking, hut the circum.tfances 
combine to make that conclusion almost inevitable. 

When the miners first met in convention President Mitchell and the other leaders were quite ag¬ 
gressive. They were going to .sweep all opposition before them and get what they wanted, for they had an 
organization that could and would carry the day. • 

.4 set of demands, including increased wages, was af once formulated and the performance began. 
Mitchell, taking the floor for the miners, proved by the fa/'is and figures that they were asking only what 
was re/jsonable, that the financial ref)orts of the coal companies showed L.IRGE ' IXUREASES IX PRO¬ 
FITS ever the preceding years, that the operators could well afford to make the concessions and that they, 
the miners, were, "terribly in earnest" and that the United Mine IVorivrs of .America would under no pos¬ 
sible circumstances "take a backward step." 

Ji the fight progressed the leaders of the miners made one contession after another until they had 
finalh surrei%dered everything. But the operators were not satisfied. They had come with love in their 
hearts and a made-to-order, warranted-io-fit reduction of wages in their grips, just because they were all 
in the same economic class and their interests were therefore identical, and to prove if they permitted their 
own leaders to scale down the bulging wages of the opulent coal diggers. 

But the delegates, having given up everything, balked at least. Even Mitchell’s "masterful effort" 
in behalf of the operofora fell flat. 

The reduction would not ga rfoim. 

The conrentiofi voted to figl^t and the delegates went home to prepare for hostilities.

President Mitchell, from being "terribly in earnest" in behalf of the min^s, became ike special 
pleader of the operators.

Mitchell, the labor leader, and Bobbins, the labor exploiter, pooling issues and joining hands to force 
down ike wages of the mins slaves! 

Oh, what a spectacle! 

WifA dll possible haste the national and state leaders made ikrir rounds among the faithful. The 
"dangerous" locdU and iistricis were all visited and mass meetings held la savs the operators. 

The slaa'es had instinctively rebelled againsi the wage cat and the rehellion must be nt/f down by ihetr 
own leaders if they expected the plaudits of the capitalist exploiters and the **well done ' of (heir putpit, 
press, and "public."

And the machinerr that the shoemaker needs to make OkJ 
is owned by the capitalist who owns the factory. 

Is it not a fact, then, that what the shoemaker asks of U»' 
capitalist is NOT employment—for the public offers him ^ 
ployment when it express a demand for the prodeet of^ 
labor—but an opiiortunity to use the capitali't's machinetjf ""r 

Do you see it? 

Very well. tlifn. does the capitalist say when tin ' 

shoemaker applies to him for permission to USE HIS its 
CHINERY? Does he say. “Go ahead; the shop is open. cIl 
my machinery as much as you like, furnish your own leatlw 
and take all you can make ?’’ ; 

Certainly not. Where would the capitalist, who does NoH 
use the machinery, come in if he were to have no adsantaga fan 
the ownership of the machinery—in other words, if he wb^ ! 


3—By enabling labor to be “divided;** that ia, enabling 
eacli laborer to work to advantage at ruimc particular taak con¬ 
nected with the manufacture of an article, instead of making 
the whole article himself. One man. for iHstance, could go into 
a shoe factor}* and. by using ail of the various machines that 
enter into the nisnufaetiire of slioes. he could make a pair of 
shoes nuu‘h more 4)uickly than lie ivmld make them by hand. 
But men. each jierforming c»ne of the lifty odd tasks that 
enter^the making of shoes, could make niueii more than 60 
time.< as many shoes as any one of them eouhl make if each were 
to jK’rform all of the tasks of shoe-making instead of one of 
then:. 

Very wt*U, .Mncliinerv having incniased prmluction in the 
ways ju.st mentioned, what etTn't have tliesc methods had upon 
tlie general character of industry? At least three effects that 
should l>e sjKikcii of now: 

1—Siimc the “divi.sion of lalmr*’ means increased prwluc- 
tivity and therefore ilecrca.sod oo.-»t of production, manufactur¬ 
ing is now doiu- on a L.MKiK scale, with HTGE factories, con¬ 
taining iiiiicli machinery which, in turn, is oiH*rate<l by MANY 
individuals. 

! 2—Tin* small factory, that is, the workshop of the in- 

jdividiial. who used to make things W'lTllOl'T machinery, has 
|lKH*n driven out of cxisten.M', siin[dy because it cannot com{)cte 
with the large factory whi*‘h pro<liut*s more cheaply. 

3—It being impos.<jl)le, WITIlOl'T mnehinery, to compete 
with tlio.s' who Il.WK machirnry. and it also Iwing impossible 
with a LITTIiK machinerv to eoni|K*te witli one who haa MUCH 
<nac)»ini*rv. it ha.< followed as a logical and inevitable conse- 
(jiience of them* farts that a large part of the population, unable 
to buy the expen.sive machinery that is neecjssarv to production, 
has h<H*n comiHdIed to si^ck to work for wages for those wo 1)0 
own the madiinery. 

So. we have tlu*se important facl.s with regard to Uie effecU 
of machiiierv upon ppHlnctiori: 

l—'rhe productivity of lalsir is increased. No less an 
authority than Mr. (Iladstone said that owing to machinery, "the 
luantifacluring |>i>wer of the world is doubled every seven 
years.*’ The I’nited Statc.*^ census reports make the eomser- 
vative crtiniatc that macliinery and the division of labor now 
enable <me man to prorliire as mucli as six men ]>rodured a 
hundreil years ng(L .Machinery is doing the work of 60.000,1)00 
men in the little state of MassacliustHU. 

' *■?—.Maiiiifaeiuring <*an Ite protitaldy carried on only on a 
IjAHfrK siale with Ml't'II machinery, to the man who lias 
leanun! to t*SK machinery, hut lias not acrpiirnl enough wealth 
to ()\V.\ it. must work—if he works at his trade at all—for the 
man who ow u^ the t«Kds w itlioul wliich the lal)orer would «lc.scend 
to the raiik.« of the unsk lied workmen. 

Xow let us STM* wlial effect the inlroduelion of machinery 
into productive indu.<lrv lias had upon those who OM'N the 
maeliinerv ami tlio-e who OPKHATK it. In oilier wonls, let 
us see wh'ni effect the OWNKUSIIII* of the machinery by the 
i'la.v that does not USK ii and the USE of tlie machinery by 
tlie class That d*M^ not OWN it lias liod upon Mie financial con¬ 
dition of each cla*:s. 

Take a shoemaker, for instance: Being no longer able to 
KonifK’te with the tnachincry in the big factory, the ^hlH•make^ 
abandon.-* his Imle -hop ami goes to the owner of the factory. 
To ask for what’ Em]doymcnt ? Not a tni of it. The pixijdc who 
buy and wear shrtes arc ihe one.s who really employ those who 
make shoe-*, -ince they furnish a market for their products and 
thus KMlM.oY them in the tru«* son.se of llie word. What tlien 
I)t)KS the (•li.Temakcr a.-k of the owner of the fact»»ry? The 
pnhlit* lia>ing created a demand for.ihe shot>s that the sIifH*- 
intker is willing to make, is then* anything plainer than the 
.fact that what the s'lUMMiiaker really asks of the owner of tbo 
factory is PKKMISSION TO USK HIS .MACHINKIEY? 

ftct this fad plainly in your mind before yon go on. 

*rhen‘ .-taiuls tlie public ih>man(ling shoe.-. 

'riierc stands tlie sh<H‘niaker w lling to make shoes. 

Hut the .-hocinaker cannot make shoes without machinerv. 


Then, there iv another truth (o which there-i» no exception 
—a truth that wa^ made w'hen the univerae leam^ from the 
mind of the Infinite. IT IS THK TRUTH FORMULATIM) 
INTO A XATUK.AL L.VW THAT XOTllIXG SHALL 
HAPPEN BY CHANCE: that liehind every EFFECT there 
shall be a CAUSE. ^Vnd it U to THIS law that we must turn 
if we would discover the CAUSES that have producdl the 
EFFECTS that we liave come t' know as poverty for the great 
working class and colowal wealth for the sinali capitalist ola.ss 
that is not engaged in useful labor. 

What, then, are the eaustv that make the wrongs: the 
causes that we must REMOVE if we ara ever to get rid of tlie 
EFFECrs? 

liet'a go hark a little. 

MACHINERY DID NOT BK(*OME A FACrroR IN 
PRODUCTIVE INDUSTRY IN THE UNITED STATES 
UNTIL THE EARLY PART OF THK NINETEENTH 
CENTURY. 

THERE WAS NOT A MILLIONAIRE IN THE 
UNITED STATES UNTIL MACHINERY HAD HKCOMF. 
AN llirORTANT FACTOR IN PRODUCTION. 

Now it would be unwise as well n.« absurd to argue that 
merely h.H*aasc two conditions or two evenl.s appeared or trans¬ 
pired within a few days or a few years of each other, that .»ne 
must logically I>e the. result of- th« other. An epidemic of fever 
may l>e follow«»<l by the Idotvming of rose.-*, hut the clos^'st in¬ 
vestigation could hardly show that one event bore any relation 
to the.other, evVn if.anyone were so foolish a.s to make the in¬ 
vestigation. But if it Miould lie foiuid that all of the fever 
victims drank the same kind of water, or lived in a seetion of a 
city where sanitary appliances were liad. these farts, n*late<l as 
they are to the suhj«H*t of health, would furnish n rensonalde 
basis for an investigation to «liscover the CAUSIC that proilueed 
Uie EFFECT eallefl fever. But even tlien, it could not with 
(vrtointy be diH'lared that either the water of which all of the 
fever sufferers had partaken, or the poor sanitarj* arraiigeinenis 
mf their homes was tlie caus<' of tlie epidemic, unles.s (he two 
i circumstances could he eonnected by a chain of proof, not one 
link.of which should prove broken. 

T>*t us therefore Si'c if a chain can Ik* forged Hint will 
po.sitivejy link the coming niHrliinerv with the coming of the 
millionaire. It is the contention of .Socialism that it was tin* 
introilurtion of machinery into industry that produced the mil- 
lionain*. Here, then, vve have a sharply defined allegation of 
jcause and effect: 

I . C.\USE—The introduction of machinerv inlo produetiva 

I industry. 

I EFFECT—Tlie making of a very rieli class. eonipos**d nf 
those who OWN the nin<hines, at the expense of those who do 
NOT own, hut must nevertheless USE the machino.s to make 
a living. 

I>*t us sec if Socialism ran prove its charge in this respect 
—for if it can, a long step will have lieen taken toward the dis¬ 
covery of a remedy, Invausi* the C.VUSE of existing KEFE(“rs 
which we call wrongs, will linve l>een found. 

What, then, is the first result of the introduction of tna- 
chinery into productive industry? It vastly iiicrea.se.- prodne- 
tion, iloes it not? Everybody knows that it doi's. If the ur-c 
of machinery did not increase pro<Iucti\>n. there wouhl lx* no 
incentive for ra))italists to invest their immcy in maeliinerv. 

Now* HOW does the introduction of machinery iinrc.isc 
production? In at least three ways: 

1—By making pi^'^iblo the use of water, steam or elculric 
power to iM*rform ta.*ks that must otherwise linve ln*.'n jh r- 
formed hv human ialior. The ccn>iis rcpoi*!-* bw Ifiui) sjiow 
that the aggregate motive power employed in lUiinitfactiiring 
■e.<tahii.shmeiits in the United States amounled to Il.dou.nsi 
horsepower, as against a fraction more than *J.<mhi.(hii) h.^r;*!*- 
povver in lS7i) and practically nothing in tlic early part of t]je 
nineteenth century. 

t?—By enabling tlie imlividiial laborer to ))roducc liiiuh 
more witli a machine than In* could j>roiluee by liaml

THE CAUSES THAT MAKE THK WRONGS. 

Statistics issued by the United States government, as well 
AS the observations of the most casual investigators, unite in 
establishing these' facta: 

That die great majority of i^rsona in this country, includ¬ 
ing a fifth of the women and little girls, arc toiling hard at 
productive industry for which they receive in wages only a 
sum sufficient to afford them a hare living. 

That a few who are not engaged in pnslwetive industry 
are iremendously'wealtliy and growing wealthier. 

“The rich few .\RB cngage<l in productive industrj'/* did 
you say and are therefore entitlinl to fmancial reward ? lict’s 
see, A man who ia cngagwl in productive industry must neces¬ 
sarily prchluce something that adds to the worldV supply of 
material wealth. Scheming to produce profits adds nothing to 
the world’s supply of wealth. It lienofits only the individual 
who docs the scheming. And in the ease of industry, it always 
hurts both the producers and the consumers Irom whom the 
profits are wrung, becwiuu* it decreases wages and increases the 
price of the finished pro<luct. How, then, docs ‘Mr. Roeke- 
leller. in his capacity of a railway king, perform any USEFUL 
labor, urhen he never throws a pountl of coal inlo a locomotive 
ffre-l>ox, or handles a pound of freight? How does Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller (jual.fy for admission into the class of pnxluctiye laborers 
by controlling the steel trust, when he never snielts an ounce 
of ore or forge's a bar of steel? The world is poorer whenever 
A productive laborer ceases ’to produce, because the total pro¬ 
duct is diminished to the e.ttent of the lalmrers' ability to pro¬ 
duce. Will the world be poorer when .Mr. Rockefeller “ceases 
to produce?'* MTiat is his “product” that will bo missed? 
Steel ia higher now than it was before he went into the steel 
business. The prlc^ of 'kerosene and gasoline wouhl shrink 
mightily if Mr. RoeJ:cfellcr wouhl only let go. And you can 
apply tlicse idcntiral tests to any great capitalist witli the some 
resuits. Tiie capitalists arc scheming for PROFITS; they are 
NOT proilucing wealth in the sense that their activities are in 
any way connected witli tlie prodnetion of the material things 
in whii’h they traffic. None except the small capitalists are 
even entitled to “wages of superintendence,” since the large 
capitalists always hire lomebody to superintend their railroads, 
their factories, dr whatever their wealtfi may he investwl in. 
And tliese suporintenden s, however large their salaries may he, 
are truly “fcaborors,’* si ico they perform USEFUIj labor to 
whatever extent iliey maf assist in production. They are NOT 
laborers to whatever exumt they may a.Hsist capitalists in ex- 
ploiiing labor. It is incorrect to suppose that only men who 
wear overalls aro laborers. The president of the United States 
is a laborer whenever he is engagcil in doing work that is USE- 
KT’L to tho people; it*8 only when he is doing something clso 
that he departs from the working class. 

But to get hack to what we have learned—that the many 
who are engaged in prorluctive industry are receiving only a 
bare living for their reward, while the few who-only selieine for 
profits aro tremendously rich and becoming richer. Such a 
situation, on the face of*it, constitutes a monstrous injustice, 
sim*e it furnishes conclusive proof that the system under which 
we are prinlucing artd distributing wealth ia robbing the pn>- 
ducers for the lienefit of*thc non-jisodneers. For, liear in mind 
the clean-cut tnith expressed by Ernest (Vo.diy that “when a 
man gi*ta sometliing that he did not produce, it must n(*ce.'»- 
sarily follow tliat somo other man produecil something that he 
did not gH.” Noliody can get a dollar that he ha.s not eamr-tl 
without wronging the man who DID earn it. The existence of 
a man wlm ha.a MORE than he has produceil, inevitably implies 
tlm existoned, .SOMEWHERE in (he world, of men who have 
been deprived of something that rightfully Mongs to them. 
From tiii.H truth then* U no cs<*ap<‘. ’ 


-is this: - . 

"I will let you my machinery on these terms: That 
agree to work for a wage tliat repreacaU only a part of tba vjlZ 
you cah produce by your labor. The difference between tS 
i pay and what you cam, I will keep as profit. I will fmaS 
the leather you iw and the shoes you make I will sell at a pna 
that will also wring from the public not only a profit onS 
cost of YOUR labor, but a profit on the materials that to® not 
into the shoes.” ^ 

Do you .sec the tremendous advantage that the priiah 
ownership of the machinery of production by the capitalist dan 
gives to that class? 

Horp h a nation filled witti wage-workers who, uotler «. 
isting conditions, cannot afford to use the very tools, with wlu4 
they must work or starve. The tools are in the handi of fin 
small capitalist class that says to labor: “You shall wiimm 
tools i nless you will consenl to work for a wage that 
present only a part of your product, w'hile 1 shall keep the imL* 
The toilers ilUST obtain aece-ts to the tools, or starve. Pnmisj 
HARD on one side are their neceiisiiies, to which they 
submit. Pressing H.VRD on the other side is the capitalkt 
class that owns the tools. WHAT CHANCE HAS LAPOI 
IN .SUCH AN UNEQUAL ( OXTEST? Labor MUST nia 
access to the tools, AT ANY PRICE. In other worM, a mta 
wIki cannot afford to own the tools with which he haa letraed 
to work, MUST work for somebody else for a wage that zepre- 
senls only a part of the value of his product. And the cesiu 
reports /or IIHIO give s<iine interesting figures with regard to the 
part of its product that labor retains in the form of warn tai 
the part that labor gives to capitalists for tho use of thfittooU 
The census reports say: • 

That tho average American laborer’s annnal prafiod it 
valued at $2,-46fl. 

That the average American laborer’s annual wage amotudi 
to Jf l.'ir. 

The average American laborer therefore annually pip 
to one or more capitalists for the uw of their tools. 

Now don’t dispute this statement on the ground that if tbe 
average “employer.' .sfi-called. were to make so great a net prafit 
on cadi laborer who used his mai'liincry that the ovnen of 
machinery would accumulate wealth even more rapidly thn 
they do; that tlie annual payment by a firm of $100,000 to lihv 
must, if the .SociQU.«t contention he true, imply a,PROFIT 5 
four times that much, or $400,000 for the firm. That wouldfci 
true if the capitalist system of priKluction and distribtttiflB wm 
an ECDNOMIC.VL system—if there were no waste of Ubor'i 
I products after it left the hands of labor. But the fact is thit 
I the capitalist system of production and distribution initaid of 
I being an economical system is a most wasteful nethod of mp> 
plying the world’s material wants. Under this aystem, the pro* 
duct- of millions of men are annually wasted in paring other 
: men to do things iliat do not add to the world** store of weillh- 
and therefore are of no value to society.

^ blea them to reduce the workingmen to a atate of inteUectoal, physical and aodal ^ 

^ Inferiority, political eubaervience and virtual alavery. W 

^ The economic interests of tha capitalist class dominate our entire aocial ^ 
^ tystes,: the Uvea of the working class are redkleuly sacrificed for profit, wars ^ 

^ are fomented tetween nations, lodiacrimlnatc slaughter la encouraged and the W 

^ destruction of whole races la sanctioned in order that the capltaliats may ex- 
^ tend their commercial dominion abroad and enhanee their supremacy at boms. 

But the same economic causes which developed eapitaliam are leading to 
^ Socialiara, which will aboliab both the capitalist class and the clasa of wage-

f conflicts, are alike intereeted In-the npholding of the eystem of private owner- 
tUp of the Inatrumeote of wealth production.

himself indicted by the grand jury, and who tried in every way to dis¬ 
courage and make light of the efforts at uncovering corruption, was 
hardly in a position to roast his opponent for the R^ublican corruption, 
.and began by making a vicious attack on the grand jury itself, charging 
that it was being used by the Republicans. But the other Democratic 
spe^ers were freer to talk and th^ made a good part of their campaign 
in showing that the Republicans in denouncing coemption could not do 
so with clean hands. All of this sparring with muddy gloves, of course, 
was a rich sight for the Socialists, and they did not fail to show the 
people that both tiieir opponent* told the truth!—that they were both 
tarred with the same slick, and that both nad things that they wanted 
to hide from view. One of the Socialist hattle grounds was an 
evening paper, which had given each party a column each day to fill 
with their argnmenta and .campaign comments. These columns were run 
side by side and were read eagerly every evening by large numbers of 

a le who were not slow to express their verdi^ that the Sooialists 
»the best arguments and that the other parties could not touch them. 
The matter for the Socialist column was prepared at our headquarters 
each day and every paragraph was a punch from the shoulder for our 
prineiplef. It awakened a lively interest, and best of all, had a big edu¬ 
cating effect. Moreover, the column had the further advantage that it 
gave us an almost instantaneous means of nailing any calumny that the 
capitalist parties might spring on us.- Another evening paper, whose 
readers are mainly working people, was forced by that fact to give our 
meetings a good deal of space, and this wa* made more effective with 
iu readers from the fact that it print* a weekly Social-Democratic col¬ 
umn, edited by one of our comrade*. ‘As for the morning papers, the 
one, the Sentinel, that had started to fight us by a Chicago Chronicle 
sort of campaign, ran foul of the trade unions by printing editorially 
a lot of out and out falsehoods about the Colorado miners and Jlother 
.Innw, and lost so heavily in subacribers after the Trades council had 
paiwd denunciatory resolutions, that the plutocratic proprietors ordered 
the editorial attacks stopped, and from that time almost to the dose of 
the campaign we were editorially ignored. In the news eolnmns the 
morning papers printed long accounts of the old party meetings and 
rallies and practically ignored the meetings of the workingmen, /but 
changed their policy somewhat when it was found they were losing 
subscribers by it. 

Meantime our campaign was prosecuted with a vigor that mVde the 
capitalist parties catch for breath. Work for our principles, the kind 
ot work that the old parties could not get at any price, was contributed 
by our army of comrades without thought of remuneration. Every ward 
had its campaign organization and its corp* of workers who n-eeii after 
week, usually on Sunday mornings, before, the average citizen was out 
of bed, made a house to house distribution of our literature, spedal 
campaign lejiflets, platforms and the two .Socialist papers, the Social- 
Democratic Herald in English andthe Vorwaerts in German. Id all, 
over half a million pieces of literature was distributed. Quite a good 
deal of this expense was met by- the ward branches, by special dona¬ 
tion, and by a punch-card scheme evolved by the campaign manager. 
Th^ card* had rows of figures round their margin, each card hore a 
serial number, and a record was kept of whom it was issued to. The 
holder of the card solicited small campaign contributions and in the 
giver’* presence punched a hole through the figures representing the 
amount paid, with a lead pencil. 

Next in importance to the literature and the newspaper space we 
were rtle to secure, comes the speaking campaign that was carried on. 
T^e time was peculiar, in that many non-Socialists were know-n tn con- 
^plato voting our ticket simply to get a set of honest men with honest 
ideals into the city government. There was therefore the duty strong 
upon ns of trying to get as much Socialism as possible into their heads, 
so that their votes would not later on he lost to ns to anv great extent. 
The national committee cooperated in this important work and as a re¬ 
sult some of the most prominent Socialist speakers in the United Slates 
devoted time to the Milwaukee campaign, some of them putting in 
an entire week. To these must he added others, among them ftugene 
V. Debs, who were secured direct by the campaign committee, and.also 
Ihe local speaker* and the candidates.' .As mucli a* possible muHicip*! 
Socialism was discussed and witli it the hearers were given the general 
philn«ophy of international Socialism. We had very large meetings, 
culminating iu the tremendous outpouring of people at the big .Turner 
hall meeting on Friday night, with H* jammed and packed overflow 
meeting at the Freie Gemeinde hall, a block away, and with thousand.* 
turned away from both places. This occasion was the largest of the 
campaign and with several othet monster meetings that preceded it, 
opened the eyes of the old parties to our actual strength. In fart 
they so rattled the Democratic candidate. Mayor Rose, old rampaigner 
that he wa*. that he tost his head and shifted his line of attack from 
hi.- Republican opponent to Comrade Berger and through him insult¬ 
ing the working olass, whom he said were not fit to ^ Ihe advisers of 
a mayor. On the eve of the election, this great “lover of donn- 
trod(jgn labor" isened a circular to the business men of the erty, in 
which he said that Berger was a close second to him in the race,’ that 
this meant dan^rous times ahead for the business men and that he 
would rather withdraw in favor of the Republican candidate than con¬ 
tribute to the election of the Socialist candidate. It gained him some 
bu^iiiesp iijpu vot<fS, but it a manv workciv’ ejPA. 

Meantime the grand jury was bringing in' indictments of well 
known officials arid really campaigning for us by showing that both 
parties were overloaded with fallen idols. 

.y a parting word, it can be said with enthusiasm that the Social- 
iste of the United States have passed through their first big municipal 
Mmpajgn and th^ they have done so with flying colors and the ability 
to meet the rituatioii in a constructive and non-Utopian wav.
